10,000 American communities of­ 
ficially have Bicentennial programs featuring at least 
one “permanent contribution towards improvement of 
the quality of life as we enter the third century.’’ 
That report comes from John W. Warner, who heads 
the government’s American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration. Warner, who notes that the Bicentennial 
will be celebrated at the grassroots throughout the nation 
rather than at one central location, also reports that 70 
countries are involved in helping celebrate the event, 
including 25 which have even set up their own coun­ 
terpart American Bicentennial organizations. 
The former Secretary of the Navy, who quoted those 
statistics in a report just submitted to the House 
Appropriations Committee, also noted that his agency is 
running relatively well, after several false starts and 
charges of partisanship had mired Bicentennial plans in 
controversy two years ago. “The controversy — and the 
Bicentennial should arouse controversy,” said Warner, 
“has now shifted to national problemr affecting the 
whole of the Bicentennial.” 
“We strongly believe that the Bicentennial will not go 
down in history — as some more vociferous critics 
contend — as a gigantic ‘commercial rip-off,’” continues 
Warner. “Yes, we as individuals find some of the ad­ 
vertisements, souvenirs and memorabilia distasteful 
and denigrating to the dignity of the Bicentennial. 
“But the greater danger, by far, would be for ARBA, 
under the guise of government authority, to step in and 
selectively try to stop the manufacture and sale of 
certain items. We do not have such legal authority, nor 
should we have it. Such arbitrary action would abridge 
one of our freedoms — freedom of choice.” 
Warner’s point of view is persuasive. There is no doubt 
that some citizens are turning the Bicentennial to their 
own ends, sometimes in gaudy and silly ways. But we’d 
still rather have the freedom to put such merchants out 
of business by not buying their products — than to have 
the government step in and decree that the products 
couldn’t even be producted. In the end, we have faith 
enough in the good sense of our fellow citizens to believe 
they will sort out for themselves truly worthwhile ways 
to commemorate the Bicentennial.

LILBRARY CONFIRMS 
STRONG SHIFT 
TOWARD RUSSIA’ 
Defense analysts for years now have been warning 
against the all-out military buildup of the Soviet Union — 
a buildup they insist is far beyond Russia’s needs for 
purely defensive purposes. Just as predictably, each 
time such a warning has been sounded, dovish Members 
of Congress have accused the warner of crying “wolf.” 
Now, however, a thorough and authoritative report has 
just been issued by the impartial Library of Congress 
which documents all that defense analysts have been 
saying — and that many Americans have refused to 
believe. Namely, that there has been a “a strong shift in 
the quantitative balance toward the Soviet Union over 
the past 10 years.” 
The report, which was reviewed by more than 100 of 
the government’s most able scholars and researchers 
before its release, also gives little credence to the notion 
that “superior U.S. know-how” and weapons quality 
make up for the huge disparity in numbers. “As it stands,” 
says the study, "the quantitative balance continues to 
shift 
toward 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
U.S. 
qualitative 
superiority never compensated completely and, in 
certain respects, is slowly slipping away.” 
Ironically, the Library was asked to do the study by 
one of the Senate’s leading doves, Sen. John C. Culver (D- 
Iowa). Culver is one of only three U.S. Senators who 
rated a perfect 100 per cent from the ultra-liberal 
Americans for Democratic Action in 1975 — in part 
because of his consistent voting against defense bills. 
Although Culver concedes that the Soviet military 
buildup documented in the report “can only be taken 
with the utmost seriousness,” he proceeds to excuse it 
away, in a statement released through his Washington 
office, as owing to factors “inherent in their system .”

Democrat 
says 
those 
factors 
include 
everything from bureaucratic inefficiency to an in­ 
feriority complex vis-a-vis the U.S. 
But Culver misses totally the mo6t important factor 
behind the huge Russian buildup of both conventional 
and nuclear means of waging war. That factor is the 
communist goal of world domination — a goal that has 
been restated and acted upon by every Soviet leader 
since Lenin. Leonid Brezhnev, for example, our “part­ 
ner” in detente, said this in Pravda on Aug 22, 1973: 
“Peaceful coexistence does not mean the end of the 
struggle of the two world powers. The struggle between 
the proletariat and the bourgoisie, between world 
socialism and imperialism will be waged right up to the 
complete and final victory of communism on a world 
scale.” 
The Library of Congress has documented the “how” of 
the Soviet military buildup and Brezhnev has given us 
the “why.” The only question remaining is whether 
myopic Members of Congress will awaken to see how the 
two add up — before it’s too late.

WASHINGTON— The nation's 
doctors, 
collectively

individually, 
have a 
dismaving 
tendency

profits ahead of their patients 
The doctors' lobby has joined 
forces with the pharm aceutical 
industry, for example, to keep 
the price of drugs as high as the 
m arket will bear 
Lower prices would m ake it 
possible for more poor patients 
to afford the drugs they need. 
The price at the prescription 
counter, you see, has little to do 
with the cost of m anufacturing 
drugs 
The 
pharm aceutical 
companies simply charge all 
they can squeeze out of their 
customers 
The brand-nam e drugs, which 
these big companies produce, 
are usaully available at far 
lower prices under their generic 
names A drug like Darvon, for 
example, can be purchased at 
half the price if it is identified by 
its chemical composition rather 
than its brand name. 
Yet most doctors still go on 
prescribing brand-name drugs 
Uncle Sam alone could save $75 
million a year if doctors were 
required to prescribe drugs at 
the lowest possible price for 
their Medicare and Medicaid 
patients. 
The prospect of such a huge

im p ressed 
C asp ar 
W einburger, 
the 
bud g et­ 
conscious form er Secretary of 
Health, Edcation and W elfare 
In late 1973, he introduced a 
"M aximum Allowable Costs" 
program, which would require 
the government 
to pay the 
lowest pussible price for drugs 
The program would be ad­ 
ministered by a board, which 
would make price lists available 
to doctors, 
pharm acists and 
consumers across the country 
These price sheets would list the 
com parable prices of brand- 
qame drugs and their generic 
equivalents The companies that 
offered the cheapest drugs, of 


course, would get the govern­ 
m ent's business 
This not only would save the 
taxpayers an annual $75 million, 
but would probably bring down 
the price of all drugs For the 
price 
information 
would 
be 
available 
to 
nongovernment 
patients as well 
The doctors should be on the

of 
their 
patients,

ticularly the poorer patients who

Yet the American

Senators H erm an Talmadge, D- 
Ga , and Clifford Hansen, R- 
Wyo., have w ritten to President 
Ford urging that the program be 
postponed until the economic 
effects can be studied. 
Others,

essm an Ben Rosenthal, D-N Y., 
have been pushing for its im 
plementation 
The drug companies can’t find 
many 
M embers of Congress 
brash enough to argue against 
saving money on drug pur 
ch ases

com panies, 
therefore, are willing to settle 
for a series of postponements 
Patients with high m edical 
bills may not easily understand 
why their doctors would help the 
drug producers maintain Pike's 
Peak prices For one thing the 
drug companies spend enor­ 
mous sums to woo the doctors.

The FEC has been declared 
unconstitutional by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, which said the 
commission carries out func­ 
tions of the executive branch in 
certifying the funds for the can­ 
didates while it was set up 
jointly by the President and 
Congress. 
Curtis said any one of several 
bills pending in Congress could

Employers pay a tax into the 
fund on the basis of a formula 
computed on salaries, number 
of persons employed and the 
history of unemployment in the 
particular firm. 
Because the legislature in­ 
creased the amount of unem- 


ployment benefits last session, 
and 
because 
the 
recession 
created higher than anticipated 
unemployment, the fund has 
dropped to a dangerously low 
level. 


E arlier this year the fund 
was expected to be bankrupt by 
fall, but the predictions have 
been changed and the fund now 
is expected to remain solvent 
at least through 1976.
